Isaac T. Smith, who was one of the 
earliest settlers of Rock county, now 
lives in the town of La Prairie- 
He 
settled in the county in 1830, but 
went to Iowa some thirty years ago 
and has recently returned to live with 
his son the rem ainder of his days. On 
a visit to Milton college, of which in­ 
stitution he was one of the board of 
trustees for ten years previous to 18C3, 
be gave some reminiscences of 
the 
early times. 
He came from the vicinity of Chau­ 
tauqua Lake, in the western p art of 
New York staU , and reached Wiscon­ 
sin sixty years ago. 
He stopped in 
lacine county for a short time, 
and 
lihen accompanied in 1836 the family 
of the founder of Janesville to th a t 
Mace, and entered shortly afterw ards 
the first claim to land in the tow n of 
larm ony, Rock county. 
In the f l ­ 
owing year he took up his residence 


\ tb e town of Milton, and became in­ 
terested in the erection of a sawmill 
on Otter creek, three miles north of 
the village of the same name as the 
town. 
About th a t ti n e he held a 
claim to the land lying west of S to rrs 
ake, a mile east of the village, which 
claim 
passed 
soon 
into 
the 
hands 
of 
the 
man 
from 
whom 
the lake is named. 
He was associated 
in business at the Creek, 
w ith his 
brother, Daniel F. 
Smith, who was 
the first settler to bring his family 
into the town. 
For nearly thirty 
years he resided continuously on the 
farm where he first made his home 
here, and became well acquainted 
with all the old incomers of the town. 
At the sta rt 
his nearest neighbors 
were seven miles away tow ard Foit 
Atkinson, and eleven miles towai a 
Janesville. 
Then he had to send a 
breaking plow sixty-five miles to Ra­ 
cine to be mended, and grain had to 
be taken a t a greater distance into 
Illinois to be ground. Flour was worth 
tw enty dollars a barrel and pork forty­ 
five dollars. 
Potatoes sold for $ I per 
bushel. 
Mr. 
Smith speaks of tbe leading 
early inhabitants of Milton in the 
kindliest manner, and so of these of 
Rock county. 
He thinks th a t be is 
the only survivor of the men in the 
county who settled in it the year he 
came. 
Articles of his describing and 
commending some of them have been 
published in the 
histories of 
the 
county and in the volumes issued by 
the State Historical society.

N EW LODGE FOR 
L A D IE S FORMED 


E d it o r 
G a z e t t e :—The 
engineers 
and law students in the University of 
Wisconsin are quite indignant over a 
fact which has evidently been in exis­ 
tence for some time, b u t has only re­ 
cently come to light. 
The Incidental 
fees charged the students has, for 
years, been twelve dollars a year for 
all courses, except tb e Jaw , b u t when 
the new catalogues appeared, it was 
found th a t the general incidental fee 
was raised to tw enty dollars per year, 
while this fee was doubled for those 
taking any of the engineering courses. 
The law course was made a three- 
years course 
instead of 
two, and 
the 
fee increased 
from 
$100 
to 
$205 
for the 
course. 
Since quite 
a 
large 
proportion 
of 
the 
students in this course are of limited 
means and are supporting themselves, 
they immediately began an investiga­ 
tion. 
T he president gave as the reas­ 
ons for the extra charge for engineers, 
th a t there departm ent was a greater 
burden to the state, and th a t the edu­ 
cation of an engineer, boing technical", 
his diploma was worth more to him in 
^ash than was a diploma of a graduate 
of the college of letters and science. 
These reasons, the engineers feel, 
cannot be substantiated. 
In the first place the university re­ 
ceives 
annually 
from 
the 
United 
States governm ent several thousand 
dollars as a result of the Morrill Acts 
which would not be received if she 
cid not m aintain a “ school of agri­ 
culture and mechanic arts. 
Then. even if tho engineers have to 
ir e more 
expensive 
la b o ra to ry , 
(which will be shown to be doubtful) 
they have to pay a laboratory fee of 
$1.00 
per 
term 
or 
$1.50 
p ir semester for every one-fitth of 
work they take in them, which covers 
cost of material. 
Then, too, a great 
many of the engines, dynamos, etc., 
used in their laboratories have either 
been contributed or have been built 
by the students themselves, so th a t 
their laboratories cannot be more ex­ 
pensive to equip or to m aintain than 
are those of 
the 
general 
science 
course. 
The cost for tuition does not seem 
to have been considered as more ex­ 
pensive in these courses, for the tu ­ 
ition for non-residents is fixed at $30 
for all courses. 
Of course under the 
state laws, tuition 
could 
l o t 
be 
charged residents of the state. s 
Then, as to the value of the diplo­ 
ma. 
The state superintendent says 
th a t a graduate of the college of le t­ 
ters and science may teach one year 
upon his dioloma, and a t the end of 
th a t time if the teacher has been suc- 
' essfu1, 
the 
superintendent 
will 
countersign the diploma, m aking it 
state certificate for life. 
This gu aran ­ 
tees a pos'tion as teacher worth at 
least $1,000 yer year, and, since the 
engineer's diploma cannot be so coun­ 
tersigned, it is not worth so much, 
cash value, in this line a t least. 
If 
the roll of engineering graduates for 
the past two or three years be exam ­ 
ined, it will be found that, whilesome 
have good paying positions, they are 
the exception rather than the role. 
These fees are higher than in any 
other state institution west of Cornell 
and unless something is done about it, 
Wisconsin will hod herself contribut­ 
ing largely from her roll of students 
in these departments, both present and 
prospective, to neighboring institu­ 
tions. 
The students do not object to 
an increase in the engineering 
fee if 
th a t is necessary, but they do object 
to sueh an injustice as an increase to 
double th a t of the other students and 
double all th a t charged iD all neigh­ 
boring schools of similar nature.

The banks had quite

“ I w anted $150 in silver dollars 
for my pay roll” 6aid one m anufact­ 
urer yesterday. 
“ When I w ent to the 
bank and told them, how many 
wanted, the teller smiled and gave 
me three silver dollars and the bal 
lance in halves. 
I asked him where 
the silver dollars had gone but he 
could n 
; they had just gone 
The shortage has been growing now 
for tw o weeks." 
“ I can't account for it” said the 
teller in one of the banks. 
Of course 
on Saturday there is always more of 
a dem and for silver dollars when the 
pay rolls are made out. 
Many people 
prefer silver then, because they say 
Lt is easier to handle. 
However, the 
trouble began tw o weeks ago, and 
has been getting worse ever since, but 
I do not know the reason for it.”
